Dr. Soule was reached by telephone 
at his office in Athens by F. J. Kamper, 
of the Atlanta Retail Grocers’ and 
Butchers’ association, Friday, and was 
told of the Associated Press story in 
The Constitution of Friday morning in 
which Mr. Hoover said that retail 
prices are not coming down in accord- 
ance with the government reduction in 
wholesale prices. 

Will ‘sk Statement. 

He stated that he had not heard of 
any complaints in regard to the food 
prices as charged in Georgia, and that 
he knew Mr. Hoover to be a fair man 
and desirous that dealers secure a fair 
profit on their goods. He stated that 
he had not made an investigation of 
prices, but-would a” once take up the 
matter with the federal food adminis- 
trator and secure from him a statement 
which would show conditions in the 
south, and especially in Georgia and in 
Atlanta.

Kaiser Has Large Naval 
Force Near Oesel Island, 
and It Is Trying to De- 
stroy Russian Squadron in 
Riga Gulf. 


New York, October 19.—(By Assoclat- 
ed Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Singularly reticent is the Ger- 
man war office in its latest official 
communication with regard to the op- 
eration of the German naval forces 
against the Russian squadron which is 
presumed to be bottled up in Moon 
sound, merely dealing with the naval 
battle which resulted in the sinking 
of the Russian battleship Slava. Like- 
wise, the most recent communication 
from Petrograd gives few further de- 
tails of the situation. 


GERMANS MASS 
GREAT FLEET. 


From this latter communication, how- 
ever, the fact is gleaned that the Ger- 
mans at noon Wednesday began land- 
ing troops on Pago tsland, which lies 
directly north of Oesel island, after a 
bombardment, and that the German 
naval units engaged in the conquest of 
the three islands and in attempting to 
destroy the Russian fleet comprise at 
least ten of the newest dreadnaughts, 
about ten cruisers, not less than fifty 
torpedo boat destroyers and between 
elght and ten submarines. In addition, 
a large number of trawlers and other 
auxiliaries and. hydro-airplanes and 
other aircraft are working with the 
enemy. 

Two German torpedo boats have been 
destroyed while running through the 
mine field in Moon sound, according 
to a Petrograd dispatch, and two Ger- 
man trawlers have been sunk by the 
fire of the Russian flotilla.

When the committee from the asso- 
ciation, headed by J. L. McCord, presi- 
dent of the association, visited the of- 
fice of the food administration head- 
quarters in the chamber of commerce 
Friday morning Major D. F. Me- 
Clatchey stated .that in his opinion a 
decrease in food prices will be felt 
here shortly. - 

“It is an established fact,” said Ma- 
jor McClatchey, “that the retail gro- 
cers make more profits and sell more 
merchandise when the prices are low. 


“We all know, too, that the food mar- 
ket is like a bundle of nerves, ready to 
expand at one moment or subside at 
another moment. 

“The food prices in Atlanta seem to 
be high now, apparently through no 
fault of the retail merchants. 

“It is estimated that in Atlanta, out- 
side of Fulton county, there are 50,000 
families. One of the purposes of the 
Georgia food conservation campaign is 
to obtain the signatures of 50,000 
housewives to a pledge to join in food 
conservation, or food substitution. This 
undoubtedly will bring about less de- 
mand for certain foods and when the 
demand is diminished the prices are 
certain to drop.” 

As one of the proofs offered that al- 
leged charges from the food adminis- 
tration are unjust, President McCord, 
acting as spokesman for his delega- 
tion, cited the wholesale quotations in 
Atlanta on certain foods, which are 
higher than those contained in the pub- 
lished statement. 

“In this statement the price of beef in 
Chicago is quoted at 14% cents whole- 
sale,” stated Mr. McCord. “There are 
no such prices prevailing in Atlanta. 

“Beef costs the retailers of Atlanta 
15 cents. They sell it, according to the 
quality of the cuts, on a very narrow 
profit margin. 

“The wholesale price for flour, as 
quoted in the statement, is $10 at To- 
ledo, $10.70 at Buffalo and $10.60 at 
Minneapolis. 

“The wholesale quotations in Atlanta 
range from $12 to $13.50.

TO QUIT PETROGRAD 
AND GO TO MOSCOW 


Petrograd, October 19.—The govern- 
ment has definitely determined to move 
to Moscow in the very near future. 

The newspapers pwblish an official 
announcement that the evacuation of 
the fortified port of Reval on the Ral- 
tic at the entrance to the Gulf of Fin- 
land has begun. 

The schools at Reval have been clos- 
ed. The inhabitants of the city are be- 


ing sent to the interior of Russia. 

Announcement that the government 
will move to Moscow was made today 
By M. Mishkin, minister of public wel- 
are, 

The sailors of the main Baltic fleet 
are r@ported to be keen to fight. The 
men at Kronstadt are demanding that 
the ships be sent out to meet the Ger- 
mans, but the government is under- 
stood to have taken the position that, 
as the enemy _ forces are -of superior 
size, it would be disastrous to leave 
Petrograd undefended. 

“Though a definite date has not been 
set, it will be in the very near future,” 
said M. Kishkin in announcing the 
government's intention to move, in an 
interview in The Bourse Gazette. “No 
one is now permitted to go to Moscow 
except on government buSiness,” he 
continued. “The proposed evacuation 
has been under way by the government 
departments for a long time,” 

The government is to occupy one of 
the buildings in the Kremlin, the an- 
cient capital. 

The preliminary parllament will 
convene in Petrograd on Saturday and 
move to Moscow later. 

The determination to move the gov- 
ernment is said to be in keeping with 
the belief of the chief of staff that 
Petrograd is now in the: direct war 
zone, 

The government takes the position 
that it is merely following the prece- 
dent set by the French government 
when it moved to Bordeaux the first 
year of the war. 


GERMANS CAPTURE 
RUSS REGIMENTS. 


Berlin, October 19.—(Via London.)— 
Two Russian infantry regiments total- 
ing 5,000 men were captured on Moon 
island in the Gulf of Riga, it is an- 
nounced officially. The island is now 
completely in possession of the Ger- 
mans.

Mr. Currier had been in {11 health for 
more than two years. About a y ar 
ago he suffered from a stroke of pa- 
ralysis, and following this his health 
declined so rapidly that he was forced 
to retire from active bssiness. 

Mr. Currier was 67 years old“fnd un- 
married. He was a son of the late H. 
L, Currier and Mrs, Katherine Farrar 
Currier, residents of the city before 
the civil war. 7 

During the latter part of the strife 
between the states, Mr. Currier, then 
a mere boy, enlisted under the flag of 
the confederacy. Returning to Atlanta 
at the end of the struggle, he began 
active businéss as bookkeeper for the 
wholesale grocery firm of P. & G. T. 
Dodd. Later he became a member of 
the firm of Tanner, Currier & Heath, 
wholesale grocers. Severing his con- 
nection with this firm in 1888, Mr. Cur- 
rier in the same year began his career 
as a banker, becoming associated with 
the Atlanta National bank as assistant 
cashier, and promotion coming quickly, 
he was elected cashier on June 29 of | 
that year, 

Becomes Vice President. 

In May, 1903, Mr. Currier became vice 
president of the bank, succeeding Paul 
Romare, who was elected to the office 
of president following the death of 
James Swann, then president, on May 
1, of that year. Upon Mr. Romare’s 
death in February, 1904, Mr. Currier 
became president, retaining that posi- 
tion until he retired because of ill 
health in 1916. 

Mr. Currier was a member of a fam- 
ily long prominent in the history and 
development of Atlanta. His father is 
said to have been Atlanta’s first city 
surveyor, and many copies of his sur- 
veys may still be found at the city hall. 

The city hall is situated on the site 
occupied by the home where Mr, Cur- 
rier was born. Later the family moved 
to a home on Peachtree street, near the 
First Baptist church, where they lived 
when Sherman entered Atlanta. Dur- 
ing this turbulent time the family 
moved away from Georgia. After con- 
ditions became settled again they re- 
turned to Atlanta and built the Cur- 
rier home on Ivy street. 

Mr. Currier’s only near relatives liv- 
ing in Atlanta are two first cousins, 
Mrs. George M. Hope and Mrs. Jessie G.

“NO SUGAR” SIGNS 
IN NEW YORK STORES 


As High as 15 Cents a Pound 
Paid—Shortage Said to 
Be Temporary. 


New York, October 19.—Scarcity of 
Sugar caused considerable concern in 
New York today, resulting in confer- 
ences between the newly-appointed 
commissioner of markets, Dr. Henry 
Moskowitz, sugar refiners, wholesalers 
and retailers. Commissioner Mosko- 


witz announced that he was at work on 
a Statement to be issued tomorrow 
which will contain suggestions as to 
the conservation of sugar. 

In some of the poorer sections of the 
city. as high as fifteen cents a pound 
was paid for sugar, and there were 
but few places where it could be 
bought for less th 4 twelve cents, In- 
vestigation disclo % that some of the 
large wholesale grocery stores had none 
left in their warehouses and many re- 
tail stores were forced to paste “no 
sugar” signs on their windows to keep 
away the crowds of would-be pur- 
chasers. 

The menu card of a leading hotel to- 
day contained this note: “Sugar—two 
lumps, 5 cents; powdered, 10 cents a 
portion.” 

It was announced, however, that the 
price of tea and coffee would be re- 
duced and that maple sugar or syrup 
would be served free when desired. 
chairman of the 
American refinery committee of the 
federal food administration, said to- 
day that the sugar shortage is only 
temporgry and can be tided over with 
economy. 

Sugar Must Be Conserved. 

Washington, October 19.—Sugar ex- 
port figures and European consumption 
totals have been compiled by the food 
administration to impress upon the 
American people the vital importance 
of conserving the country’s sugar sup- 
ply. In making public the figures to- 
day the administration announced that 
if this country would save seven 
ounces per week per person, as request- 
ed, it would still leave a per capita con- 
sumption of 67 pounds a year, 48s com- 
pared with 26 pounds in England, 18 
pounds in France and 12 pounds in 
Italy. 

Cutting off the German, Belgian and 
French beet sugar supplies and the 
failure of the Argentine supplies the 
past two years has resulted in a great 
drain on the Americafi market particu- 
larly by France, England and the 
northern European neutrals. The neu- 
trals formerly obtained their supply 
from other sources, while England took 
only 1.14 per cent from the United 
States before the war. 

Chicago Assured of Sugar. 

Chicago, October 19.—A nation-wide 
shortage of sugar which threatens to 
curtail the supply of candy for the 
Christmas holidays, will be less felt 
in Chicago than elsewhere, according 
to wholesalers. The promise of relief 
for Chicago, it was stated today, is 
the result of a “gentlemen’s agree- 
ment” between the western beet sugar 
manufacturers and wholesalers that 
this city shall be taken care of first. 

Reports from various cities received 
here indicated that meager supplies are 
held by retailers and *that in many 
places dealers are refusing to sell more 
than one pound to a customer, 

The sugar beet harvest is now under 
way in the west and the product will 
begin to be marketed about the last 
of next week. Chicago dealers expect 
to have shipments of the new sugar 
within ten days but many sections of 
the country will get none of the new 
crop for sixty days or more.

“STARVATION RATIONS 
FOR GERMAN PEOPLE 


= Allowance Not Enough to Sus- 
* —s- tain Strength, According 
to Hoover. 


Washington, October 19.—Rations 
Row allowed the German people and 
the civilian population of the occupied 
portions of northern France and Bel- 
gium, details of which have just reach- 
ed the food administration, are insuffi- 
cient to maintain bodily health and 
vigor. The French and Belgians get 
considerably less than the amounts ap- 
portioned to the German population, 
and they get no meat except bacon. 

As announced today by the food ad- 
ministration, the weekly ration to the 
Germans, stated in terms of American 
housekeeping, amounts to sufficient 


flour to bake 4% pounds of bread; one- 
half peck of potatoes; a cupful each of 
beans, peas and oatmeal; one-half 
pound of meat; 12 dominoes of sugar; 
six individual pats of butter and an 
equal amount of other fats. 

In northern France the weekly ra- 
tion allows sufficient flour for five 
pounds of bread; one-fifth of a peck of 
Potatoes; one cupful of cereals; 21-3 
ounces of bacon and lard, and ten dom- 
inoes of sugar. Here meat, butter and 
Margarine are all replaced by bacon 
and lard. The allowance of flour and 
cereals is slightly increased, but the 
allowance of potatoes is less than half 
- the German ration, while the allow- 
ance of sugar also is reduced. 

The ration for the civilian population 
in occupied portions of Belgium is sim- 
ilar to that of northern France, except 
bacon and lard are replaced by meat 
and butter. 

“The German ration, compared with 
the ration used as standard for pur- 
poses of comparison by the food ad- 
ministration, shows that in body-build- 
ing protein the Germans have .41 of 
@ pound, and the standard ration 1.08 
pounds,” says a food administration 
statement, “in fats, the German ration 
contains .43 of a pound, as compared 
with standard .7 pound. In carbohy- 
drates the German ration contains 4.17 
pounds, as compared to 93.9 pounds for 
the standard ration. In total calories, 
the German ration aggregates 10,542 
as compared to 24,000 in the standard 
ration. 

“The standard ration is regarded as 
sufficient only for a person in a seden- 
tary occupation, or one involving rela- 
ition f slight physical labor; and yet it 
provides two and one-half times as 
much body-building protein, and nearly 
twice as much fat, and nearly two and 
one-half times as much carbohydrates 
as the German ration. 

“In the ration for northern France, 
the substitution of bacon and lard 
makes the weekly allowance of protein 
equal only three-fourths of the Ger- 
man ration, and only one-third of the 
standard ration. 

“On the whole, it may be said that for 
@ person in an occupation requiring 
only a moderate degree of activity, 
these rations provide considerably less 
than the amounts requisite to maintain 
bodily health and vigor.”

TO SECRETARY LANSING 


Germans Allege He Doctored 
Von Jagow’s Telegram 
in Bolo Matter. 


Amsterdam, October 19.—Count von 
Bernstorff, former German ambassa- 
dor to the United States, did not know 
Bolo Pasha, the Frenchman held as a 


spy in France, according to The Tage- 
blatt. Discussing the Bolo affair, the 
newspaper says: 

“In connection with the Bolo Pasha 
episode(and the disclosures of Secreta- 
ry Lansing concerning the part alleged 
to have been played by Ambassador von 
Bernstorff and Foreign Secretary von 
Jagow, we are informed by a compe- 
tent source that the personality of Bolo 
Pasha was not known to Von Bern- 
storff in Washington, inasmuch as the 
ambassador did not have resources in 
Washington which might have been at 
the disposal of official quarters there. 
It is also established that the name of 
Bolo Pasha was never made known to 
Von Bernstorff, and his banker inter- 
mediaries did not mention him. Con- 
sequently the passage in the alleged 
telegram published by Secretary Lan- 
sing, in which Von Jagow asked Von 
Bernstorff, ‘What is new about Bolo” 
is false. This warrants the obvious de- 
duction prey ba, 0 the trustworthiness 
of other details in this telegram.” 

The Taglische Rundschau says that 
the men@ion of Bolo’s name in the Von 
Jagow dispatch is “another forgery of 
Secretary Lansing’s for transparent 
purposes.” It adds that Bolo’s name 
was not mentioned for the simple rea- 
son that Von Bernstorf did not know 
that Bolo was the man who was nego- 
tiating for The Paris Journal.

‘TAGOW.” 

In the inquiry into the Bolo affair in 
New York early this month, it was 
learned that Bolo had an accomplice in 
Switzerland through whom he had 
learned the terms on which Germany 
would conclude peace with France. 
Bolo Pasha is said to have received 
more than $1,700,000 from Von Bern- 
storff to aid in carrying out his plot. 


SUBJECTS OF HOLLAND 
ASK HELP OF WILSON 


New York, October 19.—Detained in 
this city three months because no ships 
have sailed to Holland, 300 subjects of 
that country, nearly half of them wom- 
en and children, today petitioned Pres- 
ident Wilson to assist them in return- 
ing to their native land. 

The petition states that the party 
gathered here from all parts of the 
western hemisphere after they had been 
assured that the steamship Nieuw Am- 
sterdam would be permitted to sail 
early in July with a Belgian relief 
commission cargo and passengers. 

“Some of the party are suffering 
from tropical diseases and desire to re- 
turn home for treatment by specialists 
there,” the petition said. 


AGAINST CHILD STRIKERS 


Riots Caused by “Gary Sys- 
tem’? Continue in Great- 
er New York. 


New York, October 19.—Agitation 
against the Gary system in the public 
schools of this city by thousands of 
boys and girls who paraded the streets 
and stoned school buildings and police- 
men grew to proportions today that 
compelled the authorities to use stern- 
er measures to end the disturbances. 
The “strike” has been spreading daily 
and it was said tonight demonstra- 
tions on a large scale are planned for 
next week. 

By request of the board of educa- 
tion policemen were detailed today to 
guard 82 school houses and several 
women and children were arrested. 
Manhattan has been least affected by 
the disturbances, but in Brooklyn and 


the Bronx the juvenile rioters kept the , 


police busy. The most rioting occurred 
in the Brownsville section of Brooklyn, 
inhabited by a large Jewish popula- 
tion. 

Several hundred women armed with 
stones forced their way into a 
school in Brownsville and demanded 
their children be allowed to go home. 
Some windows were smashed and sev- 
eral persons were injured, 
three policemen, while police reserves 
were quelling the riot. The 3,000 chil- 
dren were dismissed. 

In the Williamsburg’ section of 
Brooklyn today mothers of pupils 
whose sympathies with the “strike” 
were not as strong as their desire to 
have their youngsters educated, dis- 
persed a crowd of boys and girls who 
had planned a demonstration by lib- 
eral use of home disciplinary methods.

BULGARIA SEEKING. 
OPENING FOR PEACE 


Bulgar Agents Endeavor to 

Get in Touch With En- 
tente Powers—Bulgaria 
Fears Germany and Aus- 
tria. | 


Copenhagen, October 19.—While Em- 
peror William and King Ferdinand of. 
Bulgaria have been exchanging as- 
surances at Sofia of the ‘unshakable, 
loyalty of Bulgaria and Germany to 
each other and of the permanent nature 
of the alliance of the two countries, 
Bulgarian agents abroad have been 
endeavoring to get into touch with the 
entente powers on the subject of peace 
and subsequent relations. Their efforts 
are declared to be inspired by appre- 
hension that Germany and  Austria- 
Hungary, particularly the latter, may 
not be overzealous in defending Bul- 
garia’'s interest at the peace confer- 
ence, aS well as by a desire on Bul- 
garia’s part to escape from revolving 
in an exclusively German orbit after 


The Associated Press correspondent 
is able to report that a Bulgarian rep- 
resentative recently sought and ob- 
tained an opportunity in a neutral Eu- 
ropean capital to lay before the entente 
governments the special desires of his! 
country with regard to a peace settle- 
ment, and in a one-sided conference ex- 
plained Bulgaria’s aspiration to regain 
an independent political status as 
600n as the war was concluded, and re- 
sume cordtal relations with the en- 
tente powers. As the case was pre- 
sented in short, the central Europe 
idea of an economic league, in which 
Bulgaria Would play a comparatively 
minor rolé, does not appeal to the Bul- 
gian mind. 

Attempts are also being made to get 
before the public in America and in the 
entente oountries a defense of Bulga- 
rian pretension to Macedonia and the 
Dobrudja, the suggestion even being 
openly made from the Bulgarian side 
that Serbia should be compensated with 
Austrian territory from Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, € suggestion which is 
pointed to as illuBtrative of the atti- 
tude of many Bulgarians toward their 
own allies. 

The correspondent has of late heard 
of considerable ill feeling between the 
Bulgarians and their allies. Complaints 
are made that Bulgarian divisions were 
compelled to march long distances on 
foot, while favored German troops 
rolled past them in trains. 

The German attempt to maintain con- 
trol of Bulgaria’s single coal field has 
excited much unfriendly comment also 
in Bulgaria, and Field Marshal von 
Mackensen is charged with favoring 
the Rumanians at Bulgarian expense.

Fails to Censure 


Bishop of Utah 


For Alleged Unpatriotic 
Utterances--Prelates, How- 


ever, Name Committee to 


Look Into Matter. 


Chicago, October 19.—The Rev. Paul 
Jones, bishop of Utah, who was ac- 
cused of unpatriotic utterances, was 
not disciplined by the house of bishops 
of the Protestant Episcopal church 
when his case came up before that 
body.

“The name and address of every one 
who subscribed to the second Liberty 
Loan of 1917 will be placed upon a 
roll of honor which will be kept among 
the permanent records of the treasury

“The comptroller of the currency es- 
timates that there are in the United 
States not less than twenty million 
men, women and children who can each 
afford to buy at least one Liberty Bond 
of $50. It will require \the savings of 
only a little more than $4 a month to 
pay for it on easy terms.

“In the Baltic sea during the battle 
of Wednesday at the southern entrance 
to Moon sound hits were obtained by 
our battleships on enemy dreadnaughts. 
Two trawlers were sunk by our fire. 
‘Thursday in the Moon sound region two 
enemy torpedo boats ran into our mine 
fields where they blew up and sank. 
Admiral Bakhireff, who commanded our 
naval squadron in the battle, testifies 
;to the gallantry of the crews who took 
part in the engagement. 

“The German naval units which par- 
ticipated in the operation are reported 
as being not less than ten dreadnaughts 
of the newest Kaiser and Koenig types, 
about ten cruisers and not less than 
‘fifty destroyers, of which about twenty 
were of the newest Novik type and 
between eight and ten submarines. 
With these forces there are operating 
a very large number of trawlers and 
other auxiliaries, including transports, 
hydro airplanes and rafts. 

“During the evening yesterday we 
definitely established that at noon
